PRESIDENT OF DEFUNCT 
BANK DIES UNEXPECTEDLY 


Harry Cohn Collapses in.Depository 
at Memphis Closed After 
Suicide of Cashier.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 30.— 
Harry Cohn, president of the Amer- 
ican Savings Bank and Trust Co., 
which recently closed its doors, col- 
lapsed in the bank today and died 


within a few minutes. a 

The bank was closed two weeks 
ago after the suicide of Clarence 
Henochsberg, an assistant cashier, 
who before firing a bullet into his 
head told a friend his accounts 
were $300,000 short. 

Before Henochsberg’s death, 
Rush Parke, bookkeeper, had dis- 
appeared when examiners found 
shortages of $105,000 in Parke’s 
accounts. Parke surrendered after 
the suicide of the assistant cashier 
and told officers he had been the 
tool of Henochsberg. Two other 
clerks in the closed bank were ar- 
rested later on charges of em- 
bezzlement and are now on bond. 

Mr. Cohn ‘was 78 years old. A 
telephone call for Mr.Cohn sent 
an attendant who found the bank-

He expects Government cherm- 
ists soon will be able to denature 
alcoho! so that it will be too dis- 


tasteful to drink, rather than too 


poisonous.

FRIDAY’S SAFETY DEMO?STRATION. 


Motor car drivers and pedestrians, unless very 
urgent matters make it impossible, will do well to ob- 
serve the two-minute halt at noon Friday, as a dem- 
onstration iy, the safety crusade, and as a reminder 
that unusual caution should be observed in order to 
prevent accidents during the coming New Year cele. 
bration. The Coroner’s reports show that the stren- 
uous publicity campaign against reckless driving and 
carelesS walking during the past 12 months has ma- 
terially reduced the number of fatalities on St. Louis 
streets during that period. A total of 15 fatalities 
less than for 1925 is encouraging, especially when 
nearly all the other big cities report an increase. If 
the figures for the full 12 months show approximately 
the same totals as those for the 11 months now on 
hand, St. Louis will head the list as a city that 
has made real safety progress in so far as street acci- 
dents are concerned. 

But while we appear to be making progress gen- 
erally in the safety campaign, the number of acci- 
dents, and especially the number of motorists who 
“hit and run” calls for an even more strenuous and 
comprehensive effort to make the streets safer, and 
to bring reckless drivers to justice. The improve- 
ment of traffic rules, the installation of proper sig- 
nals, the creation of real safety zones, the enforce- 
ment of ordinances as to headlights and other means
